new trial as his case is exactjy the 
same as that of Collins and will be 
subject to the same punishment as his 
confederate.

SUGAR SHORTAGE IS ACUTE 
New Oxford sugar shortage 
has 


reached the acntp stage. The most 
alarming feature of the situation is 
contained in the announcement by the 
Sugar Equalization Board that no su- 
gar will be shipped by the refiners to 
wholesalers in the section of the Unit- 
ed States east of Pittsburgh until fur- 
ther notice. This means t,hat 
the 


limited supply on hand here will have 
to last until the embargo on ship- 
ments is lifted. Announcement was 
made Monday by John A. McCarthy, 
secretary of t£e* Pennsylvania Sugar 
company, that wartime regulations 
will be revived to meet the crisis 
which means that, the people of this 
vicinity will be back on the 1918 ra- 
tion—a sharp cut in the sugar allow- 
ance. According: to the refiners they 
will sell just as they did during the 
war. 
The present, sugar famine has 


developed despite the largely increas- 
ed imports of the Commodity. It is 
claimed by the refiners that much of 
the supply has been shipped to Europe 
and much of the Cuban output which 
ordinarily comes to the United States 
has been sent to other countries.

Status of Women Workers in U. S. 


InforraatioB to Be Spread Broadcast by the Industry Section of 


theY.W.CA. 


A set of twelve maps which will show the industrial status of woman 


workers in the United States at a glance wi|l be one feature of the hand- 
book on industrial information soon to be distributed by the women in 
industry section of the Y. W. C. A. 


Each map will show one thing which bears upon the entire question, 


such as in what states there are minimum wage laws and whether they 
are good or poor; the number of woman industrial workers in each state; 
the per cent of women in industry in the state; the hours of labor, whether 
the minimum is an eight, nine, ten or twelve hour day; night work; min- 
imum age for workers; mining legislation; suffrage; states where seats 
are required for woman ^workers and states where women are allowed to 
be members of legislative committees or of administrative bureaus. 


The maps are built upon a central color/ scheme, blue indicating the 


best laws or highest percentage in each case, red taking second place and 
green third. White is always the negative status. 


In addition to the maps and charts the handbook will contain nine 


other sections, among them one devoted to resumes of labor platforms and 
programs of reconstruction. One section will be devoted to studies of 
certain industries, with a short historical setting brought up to date of 
the most recent legislation. State laws relating to woman workers will 
be listed and industrial information classified according to states. 


A reference section will give a complete bibliography of books pub- 


lished on the subject, and of magazine stories published on subjects per- 
taining to woman workers.

Use of electricity came through a 


combination of related discoveries and 
development of knowledge of electric 
energy. Manifestations of electric en- 
ergy were known since Bible times. 
The first step which led to present use 
of electricity \\as taken by Galvani, 
who demonstrated in the eighteenth 
century that electricity could be pro- 
duced by the contact of metals with 
fluids. His experiments suggested to 
Volta in 1SOO the electric battery. Then 
Oersted discovered electro-magnetism. 
Later developments led to the Inven- 
tion of the dynamo. Soon after came 
the electric telegraph, followed by the 
telephone, electric motor, etc.

Animals Prefer the Bath 


Reptiles do not wash at all, but 


merely soak, and, in the case of 
beasts, deliberate washing with wa- 
ter seems to occur only with ele- 
phants. Females of the African ele- 
phant have been seen to daub their 
calves with mud and then wash it off 
—soaping and sluicing them, in fact. 
Most naked skinned animals" like to" 
wallow, at any rate in hot weathert 
and so do many which are well 
furred; such bathing Is enjoyed not 
only by rhinoceroses and buffaloes, 
but, as every one knows, by dogs, 
and even by bears and by tigers.

Whitewash Recipe Used 


by Government on White 


House and Lighthouses 


The whitewash made by the govern- 


ment to embellish the east end of the 
White House, and for whitewashing 
lighthouses, is as follows: Slake half 
bushel lime with boiling water. Cover 
during process to keep in steam. Strain 
liquid through fine sieve or strainer. 
Add peck of salt, previously dissolved 
in water, three pounds of ground rice 
boiled to a thin paste and stirred in 
while hot. Also add a pound of Span- 
ish whiting, and one pound of clear 
glue, previously dissolved by soaking 
in cold water and then hanging over 
a slow fire in a small pot hung in a 
larger one filled with water. Add five 
gallons of hot water to the mixture, 
stir well, cover and let stand for a few 
days. Apply hot, for which purpose a 
kettle or portable furnace should be 
used. 
Yellow ochre may be added to 


give the mixture a cream color; lamp- 
black or ivory black, for pearl or lead 
tint; four pounds of umber to one of 
Indian red and one pound of lamp- 
black makes fawn; and four pounds 
of unj|>er and two pounds of lamp- 
black produce common stone color.

Beat well, 
add one cupful of grated chocolate, 
one-half cupful of chopped almonds 
and two cupfuls of flour sifted with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
and one cupful of strong, cold coffee. 
Alternate the coffee with the flour a 
little at a time. Cut and fold in the 
beaten whites of four eggs. Bake in 
a moderate oven. 


Quick Cake. 


Put two-thirds of a cupful of soft 


butter into a bowl, add one and one- 
third cupfuls of brown sugar, two eggs, 
one-half cupful of milk, a half pound 
of chopped dates; mix and beat well 
together for four minutes. 
Add one 


and three-fourths cupfuls of flour sift- 
ed with three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and one-half teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon and nutmeg. All cakes 
containing brown sugar or molasses 
should be baked in a moderate ovenv 
Those containing fruit should also be 
baked slowly.

CONDENSING CO. GETS MILK 
A modern garbage disposal plant has 


recently been installed at the factory 
of the Biglerville Condensing com- 
pany, owned by the H-arshey Milk 
company of Harrisburg. This facto- 
ry is the" only one of its kind in the 
county and is completely «quipped 
with the most 
modern machinery. 


Every day more than 18,000 pounds 
of milk are received at the plant, and 
this is immediately pasturized and 
later separated. The skim milk is 
condensed, requiring 5 gallons of the 
fluid to make one gallon of condensed 
milk. The plan^ requires 1V4 tons of 
sugar every week. The fact that the 
company pays out each year more than 
$175,000 to its 300 patrons in the coun- 
ty reflects the size of the business. 
Many nearby farmers bring in t(heir 
milk and large truck loads from the 
outlying districts comprise the bulk 
of the daily supply. 


CANXERS THREATEN STRIKE 


WAGE INCREASE GRAXTFjt 


In order to insure perfect harmony 


among his employes and at the same 
time to prevent a threatened strike, C. 
H. Musselman, owner of the Mussel- 
man Canning factories in Gardners 
and Biglerville, has granted increases 
asked by his -employes. Several em- 
ployes at the Gardners plant recently 
commenced to advocate demand of a 
raise. Finally, a petition was handed 
in asking that the pay be increased 
from 6% cents per bucket to S cents 
for women and 5 cents an hour for 
men. Finding that his working peo- 
ple were demanding a raise Mr. Mus- 
sulman went from Biglerville to Gard- 
ners and stopped the plant less than 
an hour while he talked to them on the 
subject. Mr. Musselman said that if 
his employes thought they warranted 
a change in t,b3 wage scale he would 
increase

Paris.—A strange cure, of a psychic 


nature, has just been achieved before 
a number of doctors and a few experi- 
menters along the lines of psychiatry- 


The patient was a young woman of 


hysterical tendency, who for seven 
years had been possessed with an anti- 
religious mania. During this time the 
sight of a priest, the act of passing 
near a church, the pronunciation of a 
religious formula all have brought on 
either attacks of violence or spells of 
dumbness. 
The association of ideas 


which precipitate these crises v\ere of 
the most fantastic kind—a piece of 
white paper suggested the host, ro- 
mame salad turned her mind toward 
the Roman church, a glass of char- 
treuse the brotherhood of Carthusian 
monks. 
At these suggestions 
she 


would tremble and faint. To nourish 
a patient under these conditions daily 
became more and more of a problem. 


Takes Extreme Measures. 


In Paris last autumn the doctors 


whom her husband consulted advised 
him to incarcerate her. 
Deciding to 


try everything el«e before resorting to 
this extreme measure, her husband, on 
the ndvce of an eminent chemist, final- 
ly put her under the treatment of a 
well-known specialist in p^jcotherapy,

On being 
put to sleep the subject's hand was 
placed in the hand of the afflicted 
woman. In a few moments the subject 
underwent an indescribable transfor- 
mation. She was seized with agoniz- 
ing convulsions. The patient, however, 
grasped the hand of the doctor, declar- 
ing with emotion that she was "liber- 
ated." 


Malady Is Transferred. 


On the order of M. Mangin, the lat- 


ter uttered a stream of words touch- 
ing the church, words which for seven 
years she had refused to utter under 
all kinds of compulsion. In the mean- 
while, the young artist threw herself 
on the floor and attempted to beat her 
head against the wall, crying out in 
the" same manner in which the patient 
was wont to do. The latter, passinj; 
from words to acts, touched a holy 
medal, handled a crucifix and made a 
short prayer, all this quietly and with- 
out any hesitation, while the subject 
moaned and threw herself about more 
and more. 


Being assured of the complete "lib- 


eration" of the former sufferer, M. 
Mangin let the subject sleep while he 
made suggestions of a soothing nature 
to her. Then he awakened her. Both 
women were in a perfectly tranquil 
state. Since this time the young wife 
goes eveiy day to church. She had a

very near future by Daniel C. Roper, 
commissioner of internal revenue, and 
by other government officials unless 
preparations are made in advance to 
defeat the twentieth century smug- 
glers. 


The attention of the treasury depart- 


ment was particularly directed to this 
new danger of employing modern 
methods in smuggling by the accident- 
al capture of an airplane that came 
across the Canadian border into north- 
ern New York with several cases of 
contraband 
liquor. It was entirely 


owing to an accident, however, that 
this capture was made, and the offi- 
cials of the government have no doubt 
that large quantities of contraband 
liquor have reached this country al- 
ready over the same air route. 


Planes to Patrol Air. 


There is reason to believe that some 


v cnturesome pioneers of this new mode 
of .smuggling through the air have al- 
ready landed several thousands of dol- 
lais' worth of semiprecious stones 
from the topaz mines in Mexico, some- 
where in the interior of the United 
States. 


At any rate, the menace to the na- 


tional revenues has become so imme- 
diate that Secretary Glass has decided 
that he will ask congress for transfer 
of 600 airplanes and hydro-airplanea 
from the army and navy to his depart- 
ment and funds enough to create an 
effective air patrol. 


To Bilk Customs Revenue. 


Later on he will usk also for the 


transfer from the navy of a large fleet 
of Eagles which were specially de- 
signed for chasing submarines, in or- 
der to protect the seacoasts and estu- 
aries from the danger of smuggling by 
submarines. • 


Equipped with these two modern 


craft for navigating the sea and air, 
the secretary of the treasury believes 
that he will be able to interrupt any 
illicit commerce designed to defeat the 
national prohibition laws or to bilk 
the government out of customs reve- 
nues. 


Fixed His Own Sentence. 


Visalia, Cal.—Ernest Stevenson, who 


was arrested on a charge of driving 
his automobile while In a state of In- 
tosicatiOE, fixed his own penalty when 
he appeared in Judge Clack's court

SAILORS SWEAR LESS 


As Term in Navy Extends Pro- 


fanity Decreases. 


Boys New in the Service Are Mont 


Profane, Noted Chaplain 


Declares. 


Santa Barbara, Cal.—The profanity 


of the average sailor—If he is profane 
nt all—decreases as his service in the 
American navy lengthen?, according to 
Capt. E. W. Scott, chaplain of tire new 
Pacific fleet. 


"The boys who have Just entered the 


service are usually the most profane," 
according to Captain Scott, who has 
been in the naval service 1.3 years, and 
who Is, besides Cap'. M. C. Gleeson of 
the Atlantic fleet, the only fleet chap- 
lain in^the American nnvy. 


"The boys try to make the older men 


already in the navy believe they, too, 
are old and experienced, and they 


think the use of profanity the surest 
way to accomplish the result." 


The work of the chaplains in the 


navy, Captain Scott said, is along a 
"big 
brother" line. They deliver talks 


at the Sunday services aboard ship 
that might not be- recognized by regu- 
lar church attendants ashore. 
They 


speak to the men In the service In 
what they know are the terms of the 
men in the service. They try to solve 
their problems and to direct them to 
clean thinking,^ clean speaking and 
clean living. 


They urge them to industry and to 


take advantage of the advantages of- 
fered for promotion. 


Until three or four years ago, ac- 


cording to Captain Scott, there were 
only 24 chaplains in the navy. He whs 
one of them, having some years before 
left the Yale divinity school for a 
naval post. In 1914, a ruling provided 
for-a chaplain to every 1,200 men, so 
the number grew to 180 during'the 


war. 
It is expected the new Pacific 


fleet when complete will have 20 or 25 
chaplains of various religious denom- 
inations. 


Captain Scott formerly was stationed 


at San Francisco.

Cornelius Bland, a negro laborer !n 


the -employ of Langthorn & Co.. con- 
tractors, building a state road thru 
Clear Springs, attacked and shot Wil- 
Ijam Sloan, superintendent of the w u t k 
at 7 o'clock Thursday morning 
The 


negro (hen hid in Honar Hill. South 
mountain, while a posse of about 50 
men. in charge of stale police from 
Mechanicsbnrg, completely surrounded 
the wood. The shooting arose from a 
quarrel in t,he shack in which Hland 
lived, with six other negroes, employ- 
ed on the road. In the quarrel Blanc; 
'threatened to kill his companions, and 
Mr. Sloan ordered him off the place 
Bland left, but during the night he 
returned and-srcre'ted himself in t.he 
house. 
About 7 o'clock on Thursday 


morning. Mr. Sloan had occasion to 
Visit the shack and on entering the 
door, was attacked by the negro, with 
a revolver in his hand. Mr. Sloan 
grappled with him, but Hland managed 
t,o fire 'iwo shots, one of w h i c h pene- 
trated Sloan's right thigh n°ar the 
hip. passing entirely through the leg. 
The second struck and lodged in 'the 
left 
l>3g below the knee. -Mr Sloan 


was able to walk 'to his home, sever- 
al hundred yards distant. 
Dr. Wil- 


liam A. Crawford. Dillsburg. removed 
the bullet from Mr. Sloan's left .leg 
and afforded all possible relief. While 
th-3 man is seriously injured, there is 
no immediate danger. 


A white woman, named Grale Shaw, 


of Harrisburg, has been keeping house 
for '[he negroes, who were brought by 
the company, about three weeks ago, 
to work on the concrete road being 
laid along the Adams and York county 
line, through Clear Springs to Shep- 
herdstown. Sloan came 
fioin 
New 


York with his family, when the work 
began on the road, several weeks a<4o, 
and look up his resilience in Clear 
Springs. 
He stands in high repute in 


t,he neighborhood, and is said to be un- 
usually considerate with the workmen.

Many varie- 
ties of animal life are found, including 
eyeless fish and blind crawfish. 
The 


air is good and the temperature even— 
about 54 degrees. There are several 
routes through the cave, the longest re- 
quiring a full day.

THE GALVESTON SEA WALL.

ALVESTON has the finest harbor 
on the gulf coast and ranks high 


ns a city of delightful homes. Although 
not a resort, the semitropictil climate 
attracts thousands of tourists annual- 
ly to her long, gradually sloping beach. 


To prevent a recurrence of the ter- 


rible flood of 1900, the sea wall—one 
of the sights of the country—was con- 
structed along the gulf side of the 
city. 
This great wall. Is 22.4015 feet 


lon'g, 17 feet high, 1C feet wide at the 
bottom and five feet wide on top. It 
is built of concrete and granite and 
rests on a foundation of piling. These 
piies are 40 feet long, not less than 12 
inches in diameter at the small end. 
four rows wide, set four feet apart. 
The top of the wall is used for a walk. 


To prevent water from the gulf 


flowing behind the wall and flooding 
the city during severe storms, the 
grade of a large portion oE the city 
was raised from 2 to 17 feet. This ne- 
cessitated the raising of about 2,500 
buildings and 
the readjustment of 


streets, sidewalks, street car tracks, 
electric lights, water and gas pipes to 
tho new level. 


The filling-ln material was taken 


from 
the 
bay. The dredges, 
after 


pumping their holds full, steamed up 
a canal behind the wall and discharge" 
their load through pipe lines Icadin 
down the various streets. 
When the 


work was completed the canal waf 
filled. The magnitude of this tinder 
taking is unparalleled in America.

way is but 20 miles long. The longest 
piece of straight track is 413 feet. 
It 


contains 281 curves. 
In one place the 


track parallels itself five times in a 
little more than 300 feet—forming an 
almost perfect double bow-knot. 
So 


crooked is this line that if all the 
curves were continuous, they would 
make 42 complete circles. It is one of 
the most wonderful pieces of engineer- 
Ing on the American continent. 


The curious looking, oil-burning loco- 


motive squirms Its way tail first, push- 
Ing the train up the tortuous track, 
or. a grade averaging six feet to the 
hundred, to the summit, 2,592 feet 
above the valley telow.. 


The reason for it all Is, of course, 


the view from the top of this peak 
which stands on the very edge of the 
U. S. A. 
Here, the eye, in one far- 


re&chlng sweep, commands a panorama 
of mountains, forest, bay, island, city 
and sea, 
lying between the Sierra

which, 'tis said, is not surpassed from 
the summit of any other mountain 
peak in the world. 


Worth mentioning In passing, too, Is 


the fact that the government record- 
ing station here, shows more sunshine 
per day than any other recording sta- 
tlonJn this country.

will be revived to meet the crisis 
which means that» tlio people of this 
vicinity will be back on the 1918 ra- 
tion—a sharp cut in the sugar allow- 
ance. 
According to the refiners they 
will soil just as they did during the 
war. 
The present, sugar famine has 
develoi:t?d despite the largely increas- 
ed imports of the commodity.

A set of twelve maps which will show the industrial status of woman 
workers in the United States at a glance wijl be one feature of the hand- 
book on industrial information soon to be distributed by the women in 
industry section of the Y. W. C. A. 


Each map will show one thing which bears upon the entire question, 
such as in what states there are minimum wage laws and whether they 
are good or poor; the number of woman industrial workers in each state; 
the per cent of women in industry in the state ; the hours of labor, whether 
the minimum is an eight, nine, ten or twelve hour day; night work; min- 
imum age for workers: mining legislation; suffrage; states where seats 
are required for woman ^ii^orkers and states where women are allowed to 
be members of legislative committees or of administrative bureaus. 


The maps are built upon a central colox^ scheme, blue indicating the 
best laws or highest percentage in each case, red taking second place and 
green third. 
White is always the negative status. 


In addition to the maps and charts the handbook will contain nine 
other sections, among them one devoted to resumes of labor platforms and 
programs of reconstruction. 
One section will be devoted to studies of 
certain industries, with a short historical setting brought up to date of 
the most recent legislation. 
State laws relating to woman workers will 
be listed and industrial information classified according to states. 


A reference section will give a complete bibliography of books pub- 
lished on the subject, and of magazine stories published on subjects per- | 
taining to woman workers.

Jrlnking elsewhere. 


Finally," if these precautions have

worms with a gape-worm extractor, 
and burn them so as to prevent the 
5ggs from becoming scattered about.

HENT, whleh was regained by 
the Belgians after being held 
by the Germans for 
more 
than four years, has been 
called the most Flemish of all the 
cities of Flanders, both in its appear- 
ance and its people. It is the capital 
of East Flanders, located at the con- 
fluence of the Lys and the Scheldt, 31 
miles northwest of Brussels. 
It has 
been called by travelers the Flemish 
Vcnice, being intersected by a num- 
ber of streams and canals with more 
than 250 bridges. 


The town should have close to 200,- 
000 people, but the German occupation 
checked its growth and scattered its 
people. 


The city is interesting as an archi- 
tectural study, its leading buildings 
representing 
many 
periods 
and 
schools. 


Among the churches the cathedral 
of St. Bavon ranks first. It is the rich- 
est in objects of art in all Belgium, its 
principal deccratlon being the altar- 
piece by Jan Van Eyck, "Tho Adora- 
tion of the Lamb." 
Only the central 
panel is there now, the side panels 
having been removed to Brussels and 
Berlin.

panel now held by tho Prussians. 


Belfry From the Twelfth Century."" 
The cathedral crypt dales back to 
941, but the structure ^Yas not com- 
pleted until 1554. 


Close to the church Is the belfry, a 
square tower 375 feet high, containing 
a chime of 44 bells. As the story goes, 
the belfry, which dates back to the 
twelfth century, contained tho great

Wlien Charles V. disciplined the city 
In 1'539 he is said to have taken away 
the bell as a special mark of disappro- 
bation.

The city was the birlhplaco of the 
Van Artevelds, Jacob and I'hlllp, who 
fsrtuggled manfully to preserve their 
ielluw townsmen's Independence, 


Early Burghers Were Fighters. 


Tlu- rarly burghers were a peppery 
lot, quick to anger and tenacious of 
their rights. 
They warred with the 
dukes of Burgundy, they dared dis- 
pute tho suprenjacy of Charles Y, The 
city was captured a number of tUnes 
and i-acji time contrived to free itself. 


In the fourteenth century the town 
wais tiv rich and populous that It was 
able to place an ufmy of 50,0U0 meu in 
till' iirld. 


In thf fifteenth century the city be- 
came oij. of tin- chief nmrketa of the 
textiU- ^i'.iustrie.'s uf Europe. 
In that 
ceiiiury it reached the apex o£ its 
prt. 
rity. 
It still has linen, woolen 
ai.d -«ii'.iu mills and lace factories, 
but itfc, I arly glory has departed. 


The riix hah been called the li'lower 
City of liluruxje, the cultivation of flow- 
er^ hcing one ol its chief industries.

Ghent stands out in American his- 
tory iih the placc where a treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States was fonjiulated and signed on 
liecember 24. 1S14—the treaty which 
ended the Mur of 1812, The American 
representatives at the conference table 
WU'e Joiiu Qulncy Adums, James A. 


Bayard, Henry Clay, Jonathan Bussell 
and Albert Gallatin. 


The United States senate ratified 
the treaty on February 15, 1815, and 
President Madison proclaimed it on 
the following day. 


The signing of the treaty of Ghent 
did not prevent the battle of New Or- 
leans on January 8, 1815, nor did the 
president's peace proclamation of Feb- 
ruary G Interfere with several naval 
battles, one of them—the engagement 
between 
the United 
States 
cnilser 
Peacock and the British ship Nautilus 
—taking place as late as June 80.

BRITONS FEEL LACK OF DOGS 


Plague of Rats Has Followed the Re- 
duction of the Canine Popula- 
tion of the Country. 


An Inquiry has been received from 
an American firm as to the possibili- 
ties offered in the Britisli market for 
the introduction and sale of poison for 
the destruction of rats. Just at pres- 
ent considerable interest Is being man- 
ifested In this country in the question 
of rat destruction, and attention is be- 
ing called to the enormous amount of 
damage done by these pests. The min- 
istry of food has just issued an order 
giving power to local authorities to 
take such measures as may appear to 
them to bo necessary to secure the de- 
struction of rats. 


Bats aro increasing enormously all 
over England, both in the cities and 
rural districts, and an organized cam- 
paign of extermination has become nec- 
essary. 
The dlinculty is to obtain 
a suitable poison. 
Local authorities 
will probably find that if any good is 
to be done they will have to set up a 
rat destruction instruction oflice and 
supply the dose, for the average house- 
holder possesses llttlo knowledge of 
rat killing, 


Perhaps one cause of the Increase 
and the growing audacity of the rodent 
is the scarcity of dogs, The dog Jias 
almost disappeared In some cities and 
rural districts. The breeding of dogs 
has been severely curtailed owing to 
the fact that biscuits are expensive and 
of bad quality and bones cannot bo 
bought.

good quantity for 
winter use is the 
following:

Take two tahlospoonfuls of butter, and 
when bubbling hot add two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, a half-toaspoonful of salt, 
a few dashos of paprika and a cupful 
of rich milk. 
Cook all together until 
thick and smooth, thon stir In one- 
half cupful of cottage choese pressed 
through a ricer. 
Dip the edges of 
the toast Into hot water before putting 
on tho butter, cover with the hot 
sauce and serve. 


Hot Meat Sandwiches.—Make a good 
baking powder biscuit dough, using 
one cupful each of oat flour and wheat 
flour, roll out in a thin sheet and 
sprinkle with well-chopped, cooked and 
seasoned moat. 
Roll up and cut Into 
six pieces, stand on end, dot with a 
bit of chicken or other sweet fat and 
bake in a hot oven. 
Serve hot with a 
good cream sauce or brown gravy.

Sift together pne cupful each of oat 
flour iind wheat flou^i half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and four teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder; add the uat flour that 
does not pass tho sieve to the sifted 
material; -put in two tablospoonfuls 
of shortening and mix to a soft dough 
with skim milk. Two-thirds of a cup- 
ful will be needed.

A modem garbage disposal plant has 
recently been Installed at the factory 
of the Biglerville Condensing com- 
pany, owned by the Kershey Milk 
company of Harrisburg» 
This facto- 
ry is the" only one of its kind in the 
county and Is completely 
«equipped 
with the most 
modern 
machinery. 
Every day more than IS.OOO pounds 
of milk are received at the plant and 
this is imin*3diately pastulized 
and 
later separated. 
The skim milk 
is 
condensed, requiring 5 gallons of the 
fluid to make one gallon of condensed 
milk. 
The plan^ requires IM tons of 
sugar every week. 
The fact that the 
company pays out each year more than 
$175,000 to its 300 patrons in the coun- 
ty reflects the size of tlie business. 
Many nearby farmers bring in t,heir 
milk and large truck loads from tlie 
outlying districts conipris-e the bulk 
of the daily supply.

CANNERS THREATEN STRIKE 


WAGE rsTREASJB GRAXTF]) 


In order to insure perfect harmony 
among his employes and at the same 
time to prevent a t,hreat9ned strike, C. 
H, Miisselman, owner of the Mussel- 
man Canning factories in Gardners 
and Biglerville, has granted increases 
asked by his »employes. 
Several em- 
ployes at the Gardners plant recently 
conimenoed to advocate demand of a 
raise. 
Finally, a petition was handed 
in asking that the pay be Increas^ad 
from 6% cents per bucket to S cents 
for women and 5 cents an hour for 
men. 
Finding that his working peo- 
ple were demanding a raise Mr. Mus- 
93lman went from Biglerville to Gard- 
ners and stppped the plant less than 
an hour while he talked 'to them on the 
subject. 
Mr. Musselman said that if 
his employes thought they warranted 
a change in t,b3 wage scale he would 
increase 
in 
pay. 
In the 
previous 
wage scale women workers were en- 
titled to a bonus but this was elimi- 
nated and th-eiv advance does 
not 
amount tp 3H cents a bucket as seems 
apparent. 


Mr. Musselman is paying as much 
money for workers as any canning 
man in this vicinity. 
"Some of the 
trouble 
disturbers 
better not think 
tfmt they can run these plants", said 
a Musselman foreman. 
"We know at^ 
the present 'time where we can get 
plenty of workmen to take the plaoa of 
those who are not sat^isfied and want 
to leave." 
After Mr. Musselman had 
increased the pay of his employes at 
Gardners he returned to Biglerville 
and voluntarily gave the workers there 
t^ie same raise.

"Health, strength, joy" is the motto 
of the division, and its methods are 
all directed toward making health edu- 
^cation real fun. Health charts which 
children fill In for themselves, showing 
their Aveight and height and how much 
each of them gains, are sent by the 
division to all schools and 
teachers 
whlcli ask for them. Brightly colored 
pamphlets for toachers and children, 
and personal letters, give advice about 
health problems. And. best and latest 
of all, Cho-Cho, real circus clown, has 
been employed to make amusing and 
helpful talks on what a child should 
eat. wear and do to bo strong and well. 


It Is a fact that at least 15 per cent 
of our children today are suffering 
from malnutrition, resulting not 
so 
much from eating too little as from 
eating and drinking the wrong kind of 
food. All sorts of methods have been 
tried, with very little success, to rem- 
edy this condition, to Induc'o the par- 
ents to provide and the children to eat 
the foods that will nourish and give 
them strength. Cho-Cho and a pair of 
scales, on which each child can be 
weighed once a month, Is a combina- 
tion that will go a very long way to- 
ward bringing about tho desired re- 
sults.

During this time the 
Right of a priest, the act of passing 
near a church, the pronunciation of a 
religious formula all have brought on 
either attacks of violence or spells of 
dumbness. 
The association of Ideas 
which precipitate those crises were of 
the most fantastic kind—a piece of 
white paper suggested the host, ro- 
maine salad turned her mind toward 
the Roman church, a glass of char- 
treuse the brotherhood of Carthusian 
monks. 
At 
these 
suggestions 
she 
would tremble and faint. 
To nourish 
a patient under these conditions daily 
became more and more of a problem. 


Takes Extreme Measures. 


Tn Paris last autumn the doctors 
whom her husband consulted advised 
him to incarcerate her. 
Deciding to 
try everything else before resorting to 
tills extreme measure, her husband, on 
the advce of an eminent chemist, final- 
ly put her under _thc treatment of a 
well-known specialist in psycotherapy, 
M. Maugln. 
Six months of treatment, 
consisting 
in 
psychic 
re-education, 
either in a state of waking or by super- 
iicial hypnosis, gave only results of 
short duration. 
The Easter festivities 
exasperated the patient to the point of 
frenzy. 
This decided Mr. Mangin to 
go to extreme measures. 
He began a 
tireless seax*ch for a subject suitable 
for the experiment of a transference 
of the malady, with all its anguish and 
strange manifestations.

The attention of the treasury'depart- 
ment was particularly directed to this 
new 
danger 
of 
employing 
modem 
methods in smuggling by the accident- 
al capture of an airplane that came 
across the Canadian border into north- 
ern New York with several cases of 
contraband 
liquor.' It 
was 
entirely 
owing to an accident, however, that 
this capture was made, and tho ofil- 
clals of the government have no doubt 
that large quantities of 
contraband 
liquor have reached this country al- 
x-eady over the same air route. 


Planes to Patrol Air. 


There is reason to believe that some 
venturesome pioneers of this new mode 
of smuggling through the air have al- 
ready landed several thousands of dol- 
lars' 
worth 
of 
semiprecious 
stones 
from the topaz mines in Mexico, some- 
where in the interior of the United 
States. 


At any rate, the menace to the na- 
tional revenues has become so Imme- 
diate that Secretary Glass has decided 
that he will ask congress for transfer 
of 600 airplanes an^ hydro-airplanes 
from the army and navy to his depart' 
ment and funds enough to create an 
efi!ectlve air patrol. 


To Bilk Customs Revenue. 


Later on he will ask also for the 
transfer from the navy of a large fleet 
of Eagles which were specially de- 
signed for chasing submarines, in or- 
der to protect the seacoasts And estu- 
aries from the danger of smuggling by 
submarines. * 


Equipped with these two

the secretary of tho treasury believes 
that he will be able to Interrupt any 
illicit commerce designed to defeat the 
national prohibition laws or to bills:

Santa Barbara, Cal.—The profanity 
of the average sailor—if ho is profane 
at all—decreases as. his service in the 
American navy lengthens^ according to 
Capt. E. W. Scott, chaplain of the new 
Paciiic fleet. 


"TJie boys who have just entered the 
servlco are usually the most profane," 
according to Captain Scott, who ha§! 
been in tho naval service 15 years, and 
who is, besides Cap'. M, C. Gleeson of 
the Atlantic fleet, the only fleet cJiai)- 
Jain In the American navy. 


"The boyis try to make the older men 
already in the navy believe they, too, 
are 
old and 
experienced, and 
they 


think the use of profanity the surest 
way to accomplish the result," 


The work of the chaplains in the 
navy, Captain Scott said, is along n 
"big brotlier" line. They deliver talks 
at the Sunday services aboard ship 
that might not he- recognized by regu- 
lar church attendants ashore. 
They 
speak to the naen In the service la 
what they know are the terms of the 
men in the service. They try to solve 
their problems and to direct them to 
clean 
thinking, clean speaking 
and 
clean living. 


They urge them to industry and to 
take advantage of tho advantages of- 
fered for promotion. 


Until three or four years ago, ac- 
cording to Captain Scott, tljere were 
only 24 chaplains in the navy. He was 
one of them, having some years before 
left the Yale divinity scliool for a 
naval post. In 1914, a ruling provided 
for a chaplain to every J/^UU men^ so 
the number grew to 180 during'the 


war. 
It Is expected the new Pacific 
fleet when complete will have 20 or 25 
chaplains of various religious denom- 
inations.

AMMOTH CAVE, the largest of N 


number of caves in Edtnondson 
county, Kentucky, Is said to be the 
largest cave known. 
It extends for 
almost a mile below the surface of the 
earth and contains about 100 miles of 
passage ways. 
Ilere are 
displayed 
perhaps the greatest and grandest ex- 
amples in the world of the wonderful 
work of water in underground sculptur* 
Ing. 
^ 


Its discovery was another case of 
the hunter and the bear—date about 
ISOO. 
The bear, wounded, crawled 
Into the cave and escaped. The hunt- 
er followed and discovered the cave, 


A visit to this cave is certainly a 
unique and wonderful expeilence. No- 
where else can it be duplicated. 
The 
interior is a maze of domes, pits, halls, 
chambers, piUars. temples, cascades, 
caverns, 
crevasses, 
stalactites 
and 
stalagmites, carved stone and other 
characteristic and peculiar phenomena 
and fairylike 
forms fashionable 
in 
cave architecture. There are lakes and 
rivers In It—one can boatrlde on the 
Echo river for half a mile. 
The lofty 
limestone roof, CO feet high in places, 
and the battlemented shores reflec^ 
and magnify every sound. 


The Giant's Coffin is the largest rock 
In the cave. It is 18 feet thick, 48 feet 
long and weighs 2.000 tons. Mammoth 
Dome, the largest and most ImpresslVe 
of many. Is 280 feet high. Many varie- 
ties of animal life are found, including 
eyeless fish and blind crawfish. 
The 
air Is good and the temperature even— 
about 54 degrees. 
There are several 
routes through the cave, the longest re- 
quiring a full day.

ELLOWSTONE, 
our 
oldest 
and 


largest national park, ¡5 consider- 
ably larger than the state of Delaware. 
Its altitude ranges from 0.000 to 11.000 
feet above sea level. It contain'^ such 
a large collection of weird and freak 
natural phenomena that the visitor 
gains the impression the Groat Creator 
of all things must have roamed over 
the world, collecting all the odd things 
he saw, dumping them hero In ono 
great disordered heap. 


There arc more geysers than In all 
the rest of the world put together. 
They range from tiny openings, spoilt- 
Ing water but a few feet, at intervals 
of a few minutes, -to the great giant, 
larger than a well, projecting a column 
of water 250 to 300 feet high, for a 
period of several minutes at Intervals 
of several days. 
There are numerous 
waterfalls, the great fall of the Yellow- 
stone river In the gorgeously colored, 
20-miIe-Iong Grand canyon, being SOS 
feet high. There are many hot springs 
and small lakes, also the largest lake— 
yeliowstone—at Its height In North 
America. There are several paint pots 
—great cauldrons of blubbering, hiss- 
ing mud; many steam vents and boil- 
ing pools, a natural bridge, a roaring 
mountain, 
a 
mountain 
of 
volcanic 
glass, petrified trees and wedded trees. 


At Norrls basin Is said to be the 
thinnest known portion of the earth's 
crust. Standing there, the visitor needs 
no assurance that his satanic majesty 
resides near by. 


Yellowstone, known far and wide for 
Its wild flowers. Is also the largest wild 
game preserve In the world.

Tamalpals 
and 
Mulr 
Woods railway runs from Mill Val- 
ley, California, to the top of Mount 
Tamalpals—the guardian of our fa- 
mous Golden Gate, the entrance to San 
Francisco bay. 
Tliis miniature rail- 
way is but 20 miles long. The longest 
piece of straigrht track Is 413 feet. 
It 
contains 281 curves. 
In one place the 
track parallels Itself five times In a 
little more than 300 feet—forming an 
almost perfect double bow-knot. 
So 
crooked Is this line that if all the 
curves were continuous, they would 
make 42 complete clrcle.s, It Is one of 
the most wonderful pieces of engineer- 
ing on the American continent, 


The curious looking, oil-burning loco- 
motive squirms Its way tall first, push- 
ing the train up the tortuous track, 
on a grade averaging six feet to the 
hundred, to the sunjmit, 2,592 feet 
above the valley )»'low. 


The reason for It all is, of course, 
tht* view from the top of this peak 
which stands on the very edge of the 
U. S. A, 
Here, the eye. In one far- 
reaching s\veep, commands a panorama 
of mountains, forest, bay. Island, city 
and sea, lying between the Sierra 
mountains 
and 
the 
Pacific 
ocean 
which, 'tis said, Is not surpassed from 
the summit of any other mountain 
peak In the world. 


Worth mentioning In passing, too, Is 
the fact that the government record,- 
Ing station here, shows more sunshine 
per day than any other recording sta- 
tloa Jn this country. 
The return trip Is made by gravity 
-the train coasting all the way down.

T H E GALVESTON SEA 
WALL.

ALVERTON has the finest harbor 
on the gulf coast and ranks high 
as a city of delightful homos. Although 
not a resort, the semitropical climate 
attracts thousands of tourists annual- 
ly to her long, gradually sloping beach. 


To prevent a recurrence of the tei^ 
rihle flood of 1000. tho sea wall—one 
of tho sights of tho country—was con- 
structed along the gulf side of tho 
city. 
This great wall, is 22,403 feet 
long. 17 feet high, IG feet wide at the 
bottom and five feet wide on top. 
It 
is built of concrete and granite and 
rests on a foundation of piling. 
These 
piles are 40 feet long, not less than 12 
inches In diameter at the small end, 
four rows wide, set four feet apart. 
The top of the wall is used for a walk. 


To 
prevent water from the gulf 
flowing behind the wall and flooding 
the ciiy during severe storms, tho 
grade of a largo portion of the city 
was raised from 2 to 17 feet. This ne- 
cessitated the raising of about 2,,^00 
buildings 
and tho 
readjustment 
of 
streets» sidewalks, street car tracks, 
electric lights, water and gas pipes to 
tho now level. 


Tho 
filling-In 
material was taken 
from 
the 
bay. The 
dredges, 
after 
pumping their holds full, steamed up 
a canal behind the wall and discharged 
their load through pipe lines leading 
down the various streets. 
When the 
work was completed the canal was 
flllod. 
The magnitude of this under- 
taking Is unparalleled in America.
